The organization of the parade !s

The parde will fall in at 7.30 sharp 
In front of the Union. A man carry- 
ing a torch will act as a marker for 
each class. The order Ot forming up 
will be as follows: Medicine, Science, 
Arts and Law. The head marker for 
Medicine will take his position direct- 
ly In front of the Union, while the 
other markers will take up their re 
spective places between the 1'nlon and 
Ktrathcona Hall, In the above men- 
tioned order. 

The route, unless word Is received 
from the Jiolico department to the 
contrary, will be along Sherbrooke to 
Union Avenue, down Union to St. 
Catherine St., and along St. Cath- 
erine to the Arena rink. 

The parade will leave the McGill 
Union at 7.4. r > sharp, and will reacn 
the rink at the half time period of 
the first game.

Son of Dean of Faculty of Arts 
Passes Away in France.

Private advices received yesterday 

by Dr, Charles K. Moyse, Dean of the 

Faculty of Arts, told of the death 
from wounds al a clearing station 
mar the firing line in France of his 
second son. Major ,|. .1. Moyse, of the 
1st Battalion, Bedfordshire Regiment. 
B.K.F., who was reported ilangerous- 
ly wounded the previous day. Major 
Aloyse's death occurred on Thursday. 

Major Moyse was 32 years of age. 
and one of three sons of Dr. nnd Mrs. 
Moyse in khaki.' Born in Montreal, 
he was educated at Bath, Kngland. 
and later at McG.U University, where 
.ie was a student in the Faculty ot 
Applied Science for several years. H.' 
lid not, however, complete his count 
in the Faculty of Applied Science, but 
Instead went to Kngland, and then 
took training at a military college 
with a view to entering the army. At 
the time of the outbreak of the war, 
he was a captain in the 2nd Battalion 
of the Bedfordshire Regiment, being 
stationed in South Africa. He Was 
wounded not long after he was trans- 
ferred to France, and upon convales- 
cence was appointed to a British regi- 
ment in Egypt, Recalled to join h;s 
battalion in France, Capt. Moyse Y!:\ - 

again wounded last April. When he 
returned to the French front he was* 
raised to the rank of major and .i< 
inched to the 1st Battalion of the Bed" 
turdshire Regiment It was with this 
unit that he v.:<s serving when he was 
mortally wounded a few days ago.

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PROFANITY. 



It is an uupleasaul bill none the less undeniable fact that u good- 
ly proportion of college men still consider profanity quite the thing, 
There was u time when an assortment of strange autl fearful oaths 
vas regarded us a necessary part of the mental equipment of the 
student. Since then matters have fortunately improved somewhat, 
and it is no longer customary for collegians to be picked out from 
among their less cultured brethren by their swearing. Yet, as has 
been said, there are some who cling to the old habit. 

It is plain that in order that the custom may survive it must be 
either pleasant or useful, or both. As to its being pleasant to the 
hearers, we think anyone will admit that it is not the most delight- 
ful experience in the world to see and hear a fellow-student making 
a display of: his want of control, Is it pleasant for the user of pro- 
fanity! In answering this question wc must, bear in mind that the 
language we refer to cau certainly not. be employed in every kind 
of company. Well, is it not a considerable strain upon a man's mind, 
when speaking to a young lady, let us say. to have constantly to 
remember that he must tone down his epithets'.' Is not the thought 
of the hideous consequence of a slip enough to poison till his enjoy- 
ment? Further, it is never pleasant to look back upon the mo- 
ments when we have "eut loose," and reflect on the spectacle we 
must have provided to all and sundry. The quiet man who keeps his 
temper and his tongue always has the advantage over the man who 
lacks control over either of these. 

If then, the use of violent, even if picturesque, language, habit- 
ually is not a pleasure, is it useful in any way? "Ha,'' we hear 
someone remark, "it lends emphasis to the spoken word."' But docs 
it? Suppose, for example, that some prominent student is in the 
habit of using highly-decorated phraseology when matches are miss- 
ing from his pocket, or he lias forgotten his locker key, or he sits 
down on his hard fell hat, or any of those nasty little incidents with 
Which we are all familiar occurs: will he, when some real disaster 
comes along, be able to rise to the occasion? Not a bit of it. He 
cannot fall back upon his worn-out and .jaded vocabulary, and 
doubtless be will be reduced to muttering, "Dear me," or "My 
goodness." 

Consider, on the other hand, him who is not in the habit of using 
profanity. He contents himself with the economical use of the Eng- 
lish tongue in expressing his thoughts. A slight mishap is accepted 
with philosophic calm and faits to ruffle the surface of his crystal 
rhetoric. Hut conceive of some mighty catastrophe befalling the man, 
suppose his lady-love to have turned him down in favour of a wealthy 
bank-manager, or conceive that he has been plucked in every one of 
his exams. What a pleasure, what a luxury for some an one to indulge 
in a single stupendous, soul-stirring epithet, worthy of the occur- 
rence in every way! Then you may observe his fellow-students re- 
mark in hushed tones. "Say, something awful must have happened 
to Jones to-day! I heard him swear!'' 



"French Culture" Was the Sub- 
ject of an Interesting Ad- 
dress. 

The second of M. Bois' delightful 
series of lectures was held in the it. 
H. V. C. lust night, and enjoyed by 
a fair-sized audience, In spite of the 
very disuKrecal.ii' weather. The lec- 
turer opened tin- address with great 
praise for Canada, a nation tar frpin 
the war zone, who has yet contribut- 
ed generously both men ami money 
to help Greut Britain and France. 
These countries, who uro^l'lghtiiig for 
the AiiBlo-Saxon, and the Latin Cul- 
tures, have deeply appreciated the aid 
supplied to them by Canadians, 

The subject of French Culture was 
introduced and dwell upon at great 
length, various points being shown in 
which it forms a contrast to that of 
; Germany. Bismarck declared that 
! Prance was a worn-out country — the 
j Kaiser has added that tier's is a degen- 
erate people. But at this very time, 
Wilhelm II. was entertaining and laud- 
ing the French musicians, artists, anil 
sculptors, And already at this very 
time Prance had created the greatest 
colonial empire outside that of Great 
Britain. 

M, Bois told of the energy and pat- 
riotic work of Gambetta, who had 
raised Prance from where she lay 
bleeding, and created of her a repub- 
lic. Anil many heroic French figures, 
both of the present and of the past, 
were honored, and their great deeds 
described.

THE SPIRIT OF CANADA. 



Out of darkness into light, is the trend of thought in Canada. Of 
all the changes wrought in that country during the last two and a 
half years, none i* more remarkable, or more encouraging to its 
thinking people and its friends, than the change in the national out- 
look. Canadians themselves find it no easy matter to analyze and 
explain the metamorphosis, Some of their newspapers describe and 
expltiin it as the dawn and growth of national, as distinct from a 
colonial, relationship to the Empire. In raising an army, in raising 
war loans, in financing undertakings beyond anything that was 
thought possible in the Dominion, before August, 1914, the country 
has taken on responsibilities which, in the consciousness of its people, 
secure to a dignity thai il has neither possessed nor claimed in 
the past. 

The growth of this larger consciousness of nationhood is noted 
in a recent editorial in the Victoria (B. C.) Colonist, which, after 
declaring that the new comprehension of Canada's resources and 
possibilities is manifest and unmistakable, says that the war has had 
u clarifying effect upon those Canadians who, before its coming, 
were unable to see things in the correct perspective. 

This is true equally of those who have gone to the front and 
of those who have, sometimes at. great personal sacrifice, enabled 
them to go. The perspective of every man. woman, and child who 
shall make up the population of Canada after the war, will be very 
different from that which obtained before the war. The outlook 
will be broader. There will be, throughout the world, a more in- 
telligent comprehension of what Canada is and of what are its pos- 
uibilities. The Colonist is not dreaming empty dreams when it hears 
the tramp of coming legions of desirable immigrants as a conse- 
quence of the further awakening of the national conscience "when 
the boys come marching home." These boys will understand bet- 
ter, and appreciate better lhan ever before, for having been away, 
the resources of their own country, and their enthusiasm for devel- 
opment toill be like that which inspired the disbanded troops of 

Grant and I on the southern side of the line in '64. The great 

Weal of the United States sprang into life, and a new empire was 
born, in the days when "the boys went marching home" from Ap- 
pomattox. 

Tin- resources of Canada m soil, in mine, and in forest, have 
scarcely bien scratched. The grasp of Canada upon their possibili- 
ties has hardly been felt. The time is coining, and is near at, ha ml, 
when the Dominion will experience the onrush of new and powerful 
energies thai only a mighty struggle with self, and a victory over 
self, could have awakened. — The Christian Science Monitor.

Members of Club to Make In- 
teresting Excursion to Grain 
Elevators at Wharves.

Veteran Missionary Bars Japan

The McOili Railway and Mechanical 
Club have been successful in again 
arranging for what promises to bo 
the most interesting and instructive 
trip of the season. This afternoon the 
members of the club will assemble 
ut the McGill Union and will leave 
from here a few minutes after % 
o'clock for No. 2 elevator at the 
wharves. This trip wus scheduled 
to take place before the holidays, but 
due to inclement weather was post- 
poned. 

Through the courtesy of Kir John 
Kennedy, the club bave received 
passes to the works of the Harbour 
Commissioners. These passes must 
be obtained from Mr. S. 3, \V. Liddy, 
before leaving tho Union. The eleva- 
tors are second to none on the con- 
tinent, and are situated along a har- 
bour on which no pains have been 
spared to muke It the best of its kind 
anywhere. The elevators will be of 
interest to the club not only from a 
transportation viewpoint, but from 
electrical anil mechanical ones as well. 

The members will be conducted 
through the elevator by the superin- 
tendent, Mr. .1. Neeliam. a. past stu- 
dent of McGill, Mr. Neeham has 
been connected with the Harbour 
Commission for some time, and knows 
the elevutors from top to bottom in 
every detail. , 

The whole elevator system, the 
wharfage and the transportation ma- 
chinery extending all along the water 
front . is under the control of the 
Harbour Commissioners. Their plan- 
ning was to a large extent done by 
Sir John Kennedy. He is the "Dean 
of the Engineers," hiing Canada's 
olilost engineer. The planning of lhe 
the water iront tells 
the foresight Sir John 
Kennedy showed of Canada's future 
growth. 

The students who will avail them- 
selves of the trip to tho elevators, 
with their complex and wonderful 
system of conveyors for loading boats 
scattered along a water front of 
miles, will have an exceptionally good 
opportunity of studying the methods 
of coping With one of Canada's great- 
est transportation problems. 

Several students have already ob- 
tained their passes, and Judging by 
the interest taken a Lumper crowd 
will be on bund.

Ourd, to the 
governors of the college. 

The toast of "Our Kmpire and Our 
Allies" was proposed by the Kev. H. 
J. Kllbourn, and responded to by Mr. 
W. Ç, Lighthall. "Our College" was 
toasted by the Jtev. G. Kllery Head, 
of Sherbrooke, and responded to by 
the itev. Dr. Warrlner, acting prin- 
cipal. The Kev. Galen H, Craik, of 
Melbourne, proposed the' toast to "Our 
Governors," and Mr. J. R. Dougall 
responded. The Itev. Dr. Hugh Ped- 
ley, elder brother of tho guest of the 
evening, proponed the toast to "Our 
Guests," and it was responded to by 
the Kev. Dr. Glen Atkins, Providence, 
Rhode Island, the Rev. Dr. UexforJ, 
ami Dr. Hilton Pedley. 

The Kev. Glen Atkins said that 
there had never ben any doubt, as to 
which side tie; people of tho United 
States were on In this war. 

"We have been patient and long- 
suffering, but I must confess that I 
do not regret that patience," said Mr. 
Atkins. "After all, it is better to re- 
member that we bore with everything 
than to remember that we were for- 
.v.iwl in seeking trouble. Some of us 
regret that there are certain services I 
that we will have to stop rendering, I 
something that we will not be aide to 
do for humanity, for in America, in 
the last two or three years, there has ] 
been a body of unselfish men who 
have sought to serve humanity and 
have tried to help to relievo the bur- 
den of the world's sorrows." 

The Kev. Dr. Hilton Pedley thought 
very highly of the political stand of 
Japan, and It was his opinion that she 
would remain true to all her engage- 
ments. She had been faithful tn her 
obligations in the past, and she would 
continue to do so. When It was a mat- 
ter of dealing with International 
agreements, the Japanese Government 
would be found faithful, for there was 
still the spirit there of the old days 
that d»rreed that under all circum- 
stances loyalty nnd obligations had to 
be lived up to.

DEPARTMENT OF COLONIZATION, MINES AND FISHERIES. 

The chief minerals of the Province of Quebec are Asbestos, Chromlte, Copper, 
Iron, Gold, Molybdenite, Phosphate, Mica, Graphite, Ornamental and 
Building Stone, Clays, Etc. 

The Mining Law gives absolute security of Title and is very favourable 
to the Prospector. 

MINERS' CERTIFICATES. 

First of all, obtain a. miner's certificate, from the Department la Quebec, 
or from the nearest agent. The price of this certificate is $10.00, and it is 
valid until the first of January following. This certificate gives the right tu 
prospect on public lands and on private lands, on which the mineral rights be 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of this certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 200 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first Bix months following the staking of the claim, work on it 
Bust be performed to the extent of at least twenty-fivo days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of sii months from the date of the staking, the pros 
pec tor, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unBurveyed territory. 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of J10.00 
on Issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year woik has been performed to iho 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired tu an: 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR M ETALS, and $3.00 an ucn 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory in th. 
Northwestern part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land 
where important mineralized belts are known to exist.
